Householders In this town wbo 
depend upon tbe Orange Water Com¬ 
pany for a supply ot water are at a lose 
to understand why they did uot receive 
their quarterly water bill from the 
company on July 1. The Orange Water 
Corn ran y bis never been chargeable 
with laxity In sendlug out Its bills, and 
a keeu knowledge of that fact makes lb- 
present delay a matter of considerable 
perplexity. “What about tbs water 
supply question?" Is a query beard on 
every hand and without a satisfactory 
response from any one or anywhere. 

No member of tbe Town Council 
appears to be In a position to give out 
any Information about the pres-nt or 
prospective condition of tbe water 
supply problem. The Councltmeu refer 
all luqulrers to tbe Committee of Fif¬ 
teen. and tbe Committee of Fllteen le 
not yet ready to make public tbe 
progress of Its negotiation with tbe 
Change Water Company. It has been 
unofficially stated tLat tbe Committee 
of Fifteen will report early In Septem¬ 
ber, en,l It has been Intimated that 
there m*y be a ni»iorlty aud minority 
report. 

A dual report was the outcome of the 
deliberations of a committee of thirty 
cltlz-ns about twelve years ago. Then 
a majority report favored a renewal ot 
the contract with the Orange Water 
Company, and a mluorlty report favored 
municipal owuersblp. A public meeting 
of clllz-n* Voted to adopt the majority 
r-port. A stimulating reason for that 
course ot actlou waB the fact that tbe 
mluorlty report Involved a large outlay
